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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-2, 5-16, and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Charlier et al (US Pat. 6,934,568) in view of Willkens 
(US2005/0 116042) 

Regarding claims 1-2, 5-16, and 18-19 Charlier et al disclose a portable 
electronic device comprising: a memory 16; a data interface port 44 communicatively 
coupled to the memory 16; and a portable housing supporting the memory and data 
interface port, wherein the portable housing unit 14 includes a locking retaining portion 
49 which in a first position facilitates insertion of an article for retaining the portable 
housing unit 14, and in a second position locks the portable housing unit 14 to the 
article wherein the retaining portion 49 is integral with the portable housing unit 14 
wherein the portable electronic device comprises a digital camera, an audio device, an 
MP3 player wherein the memory comprises a flash memory and wherein the data 
interface port comprises a universal serial bus (USB) interface wherein the locking 
retaining portion is removable from the housing wherein the locking retaining portion is 
configured as a protective cover for the data interface port. 
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Charlier et al fail to disclose the locking retaining clip. However Willkens 
discloses the locking retaining clip (see para 18). Therefore, it would be obvious to one 
of ordinary skill to include a locking retaining clip of Willkens into Charlier et al's portable 
housing in order to secure the housing. 

3. Claims 3-4, 17, 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Charlier et al (US Pat. 6,934,568) in view of Willkens (US2005/01 16042) and 
further in view of Siaperas U52001/0027151. 

Regarding claims 3-4, 17, 20 Charlier et al and Willkens disclose all the subject 
matter of the claimed invention except for the retaining clip is a carabineer clip and 
pivotally connected to the portable housing. However Siaperas! discloses the retaining 
clip is a carabineer clip (see Siaperas figure 7, means 105). Therefore, it would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill to include a retaining clip of Siaperas into Wang's 
portable housing in order to secure the housing.
